New Site For Dump 

By Ontario 

Department 





Mayor Would Build Incinerator, Town Council 

Told Materials Are Not Obtainable Now 






Condition of the municipal 
garbage dump on Queen St. was 
the occasion of a special meeting 
of the town council on Monday 
evening. 

This action was taken after 
Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.IL, receiv- 
ed a report from Dr. A. E. Berry, 

director, sanitary engineering 
division, Ontario department of 
health. Dr. Berry enclosed a re- 
port made by Inspector G. A. II. 
Burn and stated: "It is obvious 
that action should be taken on 
tills situation without delay/* 

Dr. Berry' arranged the inspec- 
tion following receipt of a com- 
plaint from an unnamed citizen. 

"A caretaker is employed by 

the municipality to keep the 

dump in proper condition," said 

the inspector's report. "Tin's 

man's duties are to see that the 

dumped material is levelled off, 

objectionable material properly 

buried and the whole kept suit- 
ably covered. 

"An inspection of the dump 

indicated that sufficient care is 

not being exercised to maintain 
it in a proper condition. The 
filled portion over which the 
trucks must pass to dump their 
loads was very uneven. The 
face of the dump, where dump- 
ing is presently being carried on, 
is^ 12 or 15 feet high and the 
dumped material was starting to 
encroach on the Holland river. 

**There was a considerable 
area of exposed material, indi- 
cating that covering operations 
are not being carried on as they 
should be. There had been a 
fire in the dump recently and 
this was still smoldering. It was 
apparent also that the dump is 
infested with rats. No exposed 
dead animals were seen but 
there was a small quantity of 
meat scraps and bones which 
had apparently been dumped on 
the day of the inspection." 

"It is highly desirable that 
action be taken by the munici- 
pality at an early date to secure 
another site for a garbage ami 
refuse dump," the inspector re- 
ported. *'The construction of an 
incinerator is also desirable but 
in view of existing conditions it 
might be advisable to defer this 
until after the war," 

Recommendations wore: "l. 
The municipal dumping grounds 
be cleaned up, levelled and 
proper cover provided for 
dumped material. 2. Periodic 
inspection bo made by respons- 
ible local officials to see that the 
caretaker is performing his 
duties in a satisfactory manner. 
3. Serious consideration be given 
to the early establishment of the 
dumping grounds nt a more suit- 
able location." 

Dr. J. li. Wesley attended the 
meeting and reported: "1. The 
most objectionable complaint is, 
as it always has been, the un- 
fortunate location. 

"2. The place is so full that it 
is impossible to get sufficient 
covering for the garbage. 

"8. The garbage is at present 
filling in the stream to the east. 
There is quite sufficient nuis- 
ance from the town sewage en- 
tering this stream and we should 
be on the alert to see that there 
is no further dumping into the 
stream, for there will come a 
time in the near future when 
this will have to be taken care 
of. 

"4. Fires at the" dump are 
avoidable. 1 * 

Dr. Wesley recalled that in 
1940 the board of health "held 



an option for the purchase of a 
new site, where it was the inten- 
tion of building an incinerator, 
but the project fell through. At 
the present time we need a new 
location and an incinerator, but 
while the war lasts we must try 
to take n little more trouble to 
give better satisfaction with the 
old one." 

Dr. Wesley recommended that 
there should be water provided 
at the dump to put out fires and 
that a new caretaker should be 
engaged. 

■ 

"The situation at the dump is 
an annual headache," said Mayor 
Dr. L. W. Dales in opening the 
meeting. . 

Councillor Win. Dixon, chair- 
man of the town property com- 
mittee, reported on the visit of 
the inspector. "I was down there 
tonight and there were three 
fires," said Mr. Dixon. "Three 
men could put them out in a 
couple of hours." 

Councillor Joseph Vale askeel 

if Arthur Pegg, the caretaker, 
were there. Mr. Dixon said that 
ho was. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales asked 
how much coverage the town 
provided. Mr. Dixon said that 

there "wasn't any there to- 
night." , 

"Who is the caretaker respond 
sible to?" asked Mr. Vale. 
, "Crowdcr. but Crowder has 
too much to do," said Mr. Dixon. 
"The fires will be put out to- 
morrow. We must face the fact 
that an incinerator is needed.** 

"That was agreed on three 
years ago," said Dr. Wesley. 

Dr. Dales said that both the 
method of gathering the garbage 
and the method of disposal Avere 
out of date. "We are paying cs 
much for looking after the gar- 
bage as we would for interest on 
debentures. Personal cleanliness 
is no use, if there isn't munici- 
pal cleanliness. I am sure that 
the people of this town would 
pass an incinerator debenture by 
an overwhelming majority, war 
or no war." . 

Mr. Dixon said that the town 
had secured an estimate some 
years ago that an incinerator 
would cost two or three thous- 
and dollars. "It would cost two 
or three times that today," said 
Mr. Dixon. *\ 

"If it cost $15,000 we would be 
ahead of the game," said Dr. 
Dales. 

The present caretaker's salary 
is $18 a week and cost of living 
bonus, it was stated. The coun- 
cil agreed that the town should 
engage a new caretaker; and 
that the present caretaker is not 
doing an efficient job, 

"Are you still in favor of the 
present method of disposal?'* Dr % 
Dales asked Dr. Wesley, 

"We have to be/' said Dr. Wes- 
ley. "We can't get materials tot 
an incinerator." 

Councillor A. V. Illgginson 
asked if dumping was being 
allowed in Widdifield park. Mr. 
Dixon said that the military 
camp had been given permission 
to dump clean fill there but had 
started dumping other materials, 
and permission had been with- 
drawn. Mr. Dixon said that tKcS 
military camp was using the, 
Queen St. dump. He thought 
that the camp should provide ils 
own dump. 

Dr. Dales said that the camp 
could put ashes in Widdifield 
park. "Some day an automobile 
is going to go over the bank 
there," said Dr. Dales.

An Orillia police court has fined a Richmond 
Hill man because he put one hand up to start or 
fix his automobile windshield wiper and lost con- 
trol of his car. He went off the road and dam- 
aged his car. There was no other car involved 
or endangered. If there were passengers, they 
weren't injured. 

If another car or a pedestrian had been present 
and had been damaged or injured, the error of 
the erring driver would have been the cause, and 
there would be a possible case against him even 
at common law. In the absence of damage or 
injury to someone else, there is merely an un- 
necessary statutory offence — costing money to 
enforce, and, in our opinion, doing no particular 
good. When there is no one else injured or 
affected, the driver (who hasn't been drinking or 
reckless) who has an accident is sufficiently pun- 
ished by the damage to his own car, the incon- 
venience to himself, and the injury or shock to 
himself. He doesn't need a police court to tell 
him he has made a mistake. -He needs a towing- 
truck to pull his car out of the ditch and a little 
sympathy. 

If there are motor-cars there are bound to be 
accidents. If we are going to fine a man for hav- 
ing an accident inconveniencing or injuring or 
causing damage to no one but the driver of the 
car, we might just as well start fining woodsmen 
who cut themselves with an axe (for they might 
have cut someone else) and fliers who crash-land 
their planes *iiter running out of gasoline. 

When v/e all have aeroplanes, or helicopters, 
the air's traffic police are going to have a busy 
time catching up with careless drivers. We can 
picture an ivory-colored plane going into a nose- 
dive to catch up with some tail-spinning joy- 
rider. Or perhaps the air constable will have a 
radio device which will be able to read the care- 
less flier's license number. 



THERE CAN BE 

NO GOING BACK - 

We wish we could honestly think that all we 
need do after this war, in order to ensure that 
there be no more wars, would be to "sit on" 
Germany firmly and permanently and remove all 
restrictions from business to give "free enterprise" 
a chance to create employment and prosperity 
and abundance for all. Few people can accept 
that simple and so frequently offered two-point 
program as a complete post-war plan. 

These two recipes for a peaceful and prosperous 
world are being pushed and promoted, but we 
don't believe that they will get to third base. 
The "sit-on-Germany" program, as a solution of 
the international world order problem, has fairly 
wide acceptance but it doesn't provide any 
method of maintaining order among the sitters. 
The give-busincss-its-head program, we gather, 
hasn't the approval of any of our Canadian politi- 
cal parties. 

The C.C.F- would not only have the state own 
banks, insurance companies and probably trust 

companies, and "basic industry." which would in- 
clude mining, but would have a "planned 
economy," that is, have the state plan the volume 
of production of both privately-owned and pub- 
licly-owncd business. The state would maintain 
a control over business to eliminate competition. 
There would be only one dairy, and that perhaps 
municipally owned, in a small municipality. There 
would not be half a dozen different bread com- 
panies selling bread along the. same street. 
Farmers would still operate their own farms, but 
they would be told what to produce, in order to 
avoid too much of one product and too little of 
another. This is being done to some extent today. 
The Liberal party, in its war-time program, is 
not so for behind the C.C.F. as some people seem 
to think. The Liberal government has gone a 
long way toward a planned economy, and should 
ft continue in power after the war it is not likely 
to move back toward the scheme of things that 
permitted a depression. The present government 
jpays western farmers for summer-fallowing land 
4hat was previously in wheat, that is, it encour- 
ages them to renew the fertility of the soil and 
sfacourages them from contributing further to the 
.wheat surplus. It subsidizes them for producing 
graft* iruttead of wheat Jt controls prices 
id wages. It announces public ownership of the 
airways. It contemplates a system of social secur- 



ity which would help the individual, it is said, 

"from the cradle to the grave." 
And what about the Progressive-Conservative 

party? Is it likely, if given power, to turn the 
clock backward, to take the controls off business? 
Canada's theoretically conservative party is com- 
mitted to the provision of a job for everyone, a 
fair return to the farmer, and "the right of every 
citizen to security against loss of income arising 
from accident, sickness, loss of employment, old 
age and other disability." 

This political party, representative of all kinds 
and classes of people, but traditionally the most 
conservative of our parties, met together and rec- 
ognized the "right of private enterprise to a fair 
return on the investment it risks," and the "right 
of future generations to a world of plenty" and 
to a "world of peace" But it didn't for one 

moment declare in favor of a return to laissez- 
faire. The old system was unable to avoid sharp 
and cruel depressions, and so the old party was 
not prepared to let the competitive system bear 
full responsibility for prosperity. 

This party did not give specific details as to 
how it would provide jobs for all, but it gave a 
few hints. First, it would give private enterprise 
an opportunity to provide jobs by recognizing the 
right of private enterprise to "a fair return on 
the investment it risks." Then it would see that 
men have incomes whether or not they have 
health or employment Their spending will help 

to keep the wheels going. 
There is another hint in "a recognition by the 

public of the right of the state to exact by a fair 
system of taxation the funds necessary to meet 
the services required of the state." One of these 
services is the provision of a job for everyone. 
So that a Progressive-Consen ative government 
would collect taxes to pay for public works to 
provide jobs for those that private enterprise 
couldn't look after. 

There is also the announced intention to "dis- 
encumber society from the barriers to world 
trade, world progress and world peace." No 
doubt these barriers include tariffs. Thus we 
find the Progressive-Conservative party announc- 
ing that it will no longer protect Canadian indus- 
try, that it will let other countries ship us their 
manufactures if they can produce better or more 
cheaply than we can and that we will specialize 
in the things, including farm products, that we can 
produce more cheaply than they can. Is that 
what this Winnipeg plank means? 

How much relief can there be from heavy tax- 
ation? How could a Progressive-Conservative 
government carry Canada's war debt, carry its 
own announced program of social security, jobs 
for all, a fair income for the farmer, and reduce 
taxation substantially? 

Here is yet another spending responsibility 
assumed by the Progressive-Conservatives, and 
rightly assumed, we would say: "The right of 
every child and youth to equal opportunity to the 
maximum education suited to its capacity that the 
state can provide " The Ontario Liberal govern- 
ment has made a commendable start in this direc- 
tion in providing 333 scholarships this year for 
grade XII students who would not be able to 
afford to go on with their education without this 
help. 

The world is changing. We are feeling our way 
toward a fairer and better social and economic 
system. The boys and girls who receive state aid 
with their education will contribute to the future 
welfare of us all. And be it remembered that 
every student who goes to university — even 
though he pays all his own fees and expenses — is 
receiving public aid. No student pays the full 
cost of his university education. 

Tlierc is recognition in that Progressive- 
Conservative determination to "disencumber so- 
ciety from the barriers to world trade, world 
progress and world peace" that this war started 
not just with a Hitler but with world-wide econ- 
omic conditions that threw up protective tariffs 
in some countries and dictators in others. There 
is little encouragement here for the sit-on-Gcr- 

many theory of world peace. 

The world is changing, and changing for the 
better, and we arc all having a little share in it 
We are changing our institutions and our thoughts 
and possibly we are changing our hearts a little 
bit for the better. 



FREE ADVICE 

Hon. Eric Cross' provincial advice bureau for 
municipal post-war planning may or may not be 
welcomed. It is another little provincial expend- 
iture, an increase in the cost of government, and 
advice may be unwelcome to some municipalities. 
However, such a bureau should be of definite 
help. It should stimulate each municipality to 
planning its future. Newmarket, for instance, 
will inevitably become bigger. How much 
cheaper it would be if we sat down now and 
planned the streets and the parks and the shop- 
ping districts and the parking-places wc will 
inevitably need. 

A bigger town isn't necessarily a better town. 
In fact, a good deal of foresight and planning 
may be necessary to avoid a bigger town— which 
is probably inevitable; — being a less pleasant and 
convenient place in which to live.

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Editor, The Bra and Express: As 
member of the C.C-F. party and 
candidate in the forthcoming 
election, I wish to congratulate you 
on the excellent editorial, "Econ- 
omic Democracy," which appeared 
in your last issue. You quite right- 
ly point out that tbc municipalities 
south of Richmond Hill would not 
now have an electric railway ser- 
vice had its operation been left to 
private enterprises. It would have 
been abandoned In the depression 
years the moment it became un- 
profitable (i.e.. unprofitable to the 
stockholders no matter how profit- 
able It might be to the people in 
the municipalities served). 

The trouble with "private enter- 
prise" is that it has become so 
private that there is no room left 
for the little man at all. Three 
packing firms control the industry. 
They and their like will continue 
to dictate to the farmer until they 
themselvcs are controlled in the 
interests of the farmer and con- 
sumer. 

And what small merchant ban 
not been victimized by the ruthless 
methods of the big combines and 
financial Institutions? Why did 
the banks curtail his credit in those 
very years when he needed It 
most? On a profit basis they were 
powerless to help him in his hour 
of need. Only a national bank 
with national interests in view can 
undertake the stimulation of busi- 
ness at ;i time when there arc no 
profits! 

With an election impending. It Is 
only to be expected that powerful 
Interest^ will attempt to misrepre- 
sent the alms of the CC.F. party, 
as does the article reprinted from 
the "Bowmanvllle Canadian States- 
man." Rut the people of Ontario 
will not be misled again. They are 
beginning to sec that their real 
enemy Is the powerful monopolies 
which will grow daily bigger and 
more ruthless unless controlled. It 
Is their exorbitant profit that must 
he curtailed so that a fairer share 
will find Its way into the pocket of 
I he farmer and the small merch- 
ant. They have been victimized by 
powerful vested Interests too long. 
As you so ably put it, "the C.C.F. 
Is providing the Ideas and creating 
the public demand for these 
changes. Just as the Chartists, tho 
Radicals, and the Labor party 
have done in Britain." I believe 
that the public demand thus creat- 
ed will show that a largo percent- 
age of the voters who have sup- 
ported the two old parties in the 
past have now come to realize that 
the C.C.F. Is the only party that Is 
willing to bring down legislation 
that will give them a square deal 
In their struggle for a decent 
standard of living.

Will Receive Priority

In order to meet the situation 
created by Ihe steadily mounting 
volume of long distance telephone 
calls, n system of priorities be- 
comes effective on July 1/' C. E. 
Blosdale, Hell Telephone Co. man- 
ager, Newmarket, slated this week. 
•Thla step Is being taken to as- 
sure speedy completion of calls for 
essential purposes. 

'■The use of priorities on war- 
urgent long distance telephone 
calls simply permits calls vital to 
the war effort to obtain preferred 
handling when lines are crowded. 

"Since priorities will be used only 
In cases of gravest emergency, 
there will be no undue interference 

with long distance service to the 
general public," **ld Mr. Btosdale. 

"Although the average speed of 
out-of-town telephone connections 
has been pretty well maintained, 
there have betn some delays dur- 
ing busy hours to and from Im- 
portant war centres. Because of 
the necessity for conserving critical 
materials, it Ja no longer possible 
to extend long distance facilities to 
keep pace with the increasing vol- 
ume of calls. 

'Therefore, the tang distance 
pcforlty plan establishes procedures 
whereby urgent war messages mny 
obtain preferred handling. The 
use of priorities Is confined to per- 
sons charged with responsibilities 
relating directly to the war pro- 
gram, such as government offic- 
ials, the armed forces, war organiz- 
ations, and agencies essential to 
public health and safety. Not all 
colls placed by these persons will 
be entitled to priority treatment, 
hut only those which require Im- 
mediate completion for national 
defence or to safeguard life And 
property In time of emergency. 

"Ordinary long-distance calls will 
continue to be made in the usual 
manner, but telephone users are 
sttll being; asked not to make out- 
of-town eaHs unless absolutely nec- 
essary, and to make even those es- 
sential calls, if possible, at Other 
than the busy hours."

PURPLE GAS WILL BE 
SOLD FREE OF TAX 



Problems relating to the sale of 
market gasoline, and refund of the 
Ontario gasoline tax thereon, have 
been under investigation by the 
department of highways of tho 
province of Ontnrlo Tor some time, 
according to information from the 
Ontario department of highways. 
Numerous requests have been re- • 
ccived for some change In the pre- 
sent system of refunding the Ont- 
ario gasoline tax. 

After studying the situation In nil 
Us nspects, the province has now 
decided to allow the sale of marked 
gasoline <that Is. gnsoUne marked 

purple in accordance with the 
orders of the oil controller) free 
from the Ontario gasoline tax to 
farmers, licensed commercial fish- 
ermen, licensed guides and licensed 
or other bona fide tourist outfit- 
ters, commencing July I. 
The new system will eliminate 

the necessity of submitting claims 
for refund of the tax, as the Ont- 
ario gasoline tax will now be ex- 
empted nt the time of purchnse, on 
presentation by the purchaser of 
his purchase pcimit and a properly 
completed and signed "exemption 
statement." Purchase permits nnd 
exemption statements will be bound 
together in book form and limited 
direct to the purchaser from the 
department, on approval of his ap- 
plication. 

The purchaser should secure his 
"application for purchase permit" 
from Ids retail dealer In marked 
gasoline, any division office of the 
department of highways or tho 
gasoline tax branch of the depart- 
ment of highways nt Toronto. 

It is anticipated by the depart- 
ment that If the co-operation of 
sellers and purchasers Is received 
that th>3 new procedure will he of 
considerable benefit to the persons 
involved.
